b. Jimmie L. Gibson v. County of Los Anqeles

Los Angeles Superior Court Case No. BC 322 156

This lawsuit concerns allegations that an employee of the
Department of Health Services was subjected to employment
discrimination.

Action Taken:

The Claims Board recommended to the Board of Supervisors
the settlement of this matter in the amount of $300,000 and
that the Auditor-Controller be instructed to draw a warrant to
implement this settlement from the Department of Health
Services' budget.
